May it please Your Excellency, 

Wi5, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
submit to Your Excellency this our Seventy-fourth Report. 

In this report the statistics of attendance, religious denomina- 
tions, &c., in the schools, are for the year ended 31st 
December, 1907, the financial statements are for the year 
ended 31st March, 1908, and the general information is 
brought up to the present date (17th August, 190S). 

In recent reports we devoted considerable space to the ques- Emiiing 
tion of building grants for schools, and we gave in our last Qrautii - 
report the issue of the loDg correspondence with the Treasury 
on the subject. Since the publication of that report sanction 
has boon obtained for special grants for extra works, including 
heating by means of hot water, .play sheds, concreting play 
grounds, water supply, drainage, gas fittings, well sinking, 
and the provision of pumps. 

The conditions on which these grants are made are 
embodied in our code for 1908-9. The Treasury has sanc- 
tioned a regulation of considerable importance, under 
which managers may erect, in certain cases, buildings 
to accommodate a larger number of pupils than the 
actual attendance warrants, on the understanding that the 
grants based on the actual attendance will be supplemented 
if the statistics of attendance at the school within five years 
from the date of completion of the building should show that 
the larger building is required. 
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The Treasury has also sanctioned grants towards the pro- 
vision of special rooms for the teaching of cookery, laundry 
work, and science in the case of schools with four or more 
teachers, or in adjoining boys’ and girls’ schools with a com- 
bined average attendance of 1G0. We arc of opinion that these 
grants should be available in the case of girls’ and mixed 
schools having a stall' of three teachers. We attach great im- 
portance to the teaching of cookery and laundry work, and 
we have taken measures that these subjects shall form an 
essential portion of the curriculum in all schools whore suitable 
provision for such instruction can be secured. We are now 
empowered to pay the travelling and maintenance expenses 
of teachers attending special courses of instruction in cookery 
and laundry work given either by our own organisers or by 
instructors in technical schools. 

Salaries of In our last report we made reference to a scheme for ini- 

Teacberts P 1 ' 0V i n S the salaries of National teachers, which we submitted 
to the Irish Government in 1006-7, but which the Treasury 
refused to approve. We again approached the Government 
and the Treasury on the subject .in connection with our esti- 
mates for the current financial year, and we asked for a sum of 
£133,000 to enable us to give effect to a scheme of improved 
salaries which would be, in our opinion, much more advan- 
tageous to the teachers and more conducive to higher effi- 
ciency than the proposals which we submitted in 1906-7. 
After considerable correspondence we succeeded in securing a 
grant of £114,000, which, moreover, was payable for the finan- 
cial year 1907-8. The reduction from our estimate necessi- 
tated the exclusion from participation in the benefits of the 
grant of all schools in which the average attendance was less 
than 35. As we were satisfied that our scheme thus maimed 
would not give satisfaction to the teachers and to others in- 
terested in education, we appealed to the Government and the 
Treasury for more liberal terms and. protested against the ex- 
clusion of so large a number of schools (viz. , 2,850), but with- 
out avail. When the supplemental estimate for the £114,000 
was submitted to Parliament it was received with much dis- 
satisfaction by all parties, and the Chief Secretary withdrew 
it, promising to submit another estimate. 

The matter was again referred to us by the Government, 
and we were requested to allocate the funds at our disposal so 
that no class of teachers should be excluded from the grant. 
In order to do so satisfactorily, it was necessary to abandon 
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the distribution by means o£ capitation payments in favour of 
an all-round increase to the grade salaries, combined with a 
system of 1 ‘ bonuses ” for efficient principal teachers in 
schools with an average attendance of 70 and above. It is to 
be regretted that the Irish Government have abandoned the 
“ bonuses," which we considered to be a vital part of our 
scheme of improved salaries. In drawing up this scheme our 
aim was to combine an all-round improvement of salaries with 
the provision of a considerable number of prizes for efficient 
teachers in largo schools, such as would be likely to attract a 
higher class of candidates to the profession of teacher than is 
at present available. 

The existing grade salaries are defective in not differentiat- 
ing, in sufficient measure, between the teachers in large 
schools in urban centres where living is expensive, and the 
teachers in small schools in rural districts where the standard 
of living and house rent are low, and where means are 
open to the teachers of supplementing their salaries. The 
“ bonuses ” were devised for the purpose of counteracting 
this defect. According to the estimate sanctioned by tho 
Government, all the present defects of the system arc per- 
petuated ; no distinction is made between efficiency and in- 
efficiency ; and little between large and small schools. It thus 
follows that the inducements to the creation and continuance 
of small, inefficient schools are not diminished ; and a great 
opportunity has been lost of removing some of the serious 
obstacles to the amalgamation of unnecessary schools, which 
is the declared policy of ithe Irish Government. 

We think it to be our duty to protest most strongly against 
tho abandonment by tlio Government, without consultation 
with us, of this essential part of our scheme in favour of an 
addition to the increases of salaries in the third and second of 
iirst grade, which, on account of its insignificance (HI in 3rd 
grade; 112 in second of 1st grade), will be productive of little 
effect. We consider this action on the part of the Government 
to be an infringement, unparalleled in our history, of the spirit 
of the original constitution on which tho Board was founded, 
viz., that it should be entrusted with absolute control over tho 
funds which might be annually voted by Parliament.* 

We have recently been empowered to pay, in certain excep- sdlool 
tional cases, the cost of covered vans for the conveyance of vans.

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children to school. Where an application is made to establish 
a new school in consequence of the long distance which the 
children have to walk in order to reach the nearest existing' 
school, we are prepared to recommend that the cost of pro- 
viding a covered van for their conveyance to school shall bo 
defrayed out of the funds at our disposal, and we will not 
grant aid to any new school having an average attendance of 
loss than 30 where such a mode of conveyance can bo made 
available. 

In onr last report we alluded to the postponement by the 
Treasury of the question of fees for school gardens. It was con- 
sidered desirable to await the report of Sir JCouelm Digby’s 
committee on the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction before coming to a decision in this matter. The 
report appeared in July, 1907, and a conference took place 
between representatives of this Board and of the Department 
with a view to arranging special courses in Horticulture for 
teachers in rural schools. 

As the result of the conference, wc resolved to co-operate 
with the Department in obtaining the sanction of the Treasury 
to a scheme, under which there would be included in the cur- 
riculum of the training colleges a practical horticultural course 
intended to fit national teachers for managing and giving in- 
struction in connexion with school gardens. The scheme also 
provided for courses of instruction at central classes for teachers 
actually in charge of national schools, for the organisa- 
tion of school gardens, for the employment of horticultural 
instructors by county committees, for the compulsory acquisi- 
tion of land for school gardens, and for instruction in agricul- 
ture to national school pupils in higher primary schools in 
certain localities. 

The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
was willing to supervise the teaching of horticulture in the 
training colleges and to hold courses for the training of 
national teachers. It was also prepared to organise 
these school gardens and to inspect the work of the teachers. 
In addition, it consented to be responsible for the instruc- 
tion of the pupils of higher primary schools in agriculture 
when such schools should be established. 

In the scheme provision was also made for the necessary 
funds to meet the cost of the special instructors, the travelling 
expenses of teachers, fees for instruction, and the cost of the 
necessary equipment. 
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Wo submitted this scheme to tlie Irish Government in 
January, 1908, and we pointed out that in a country in which 
the population is largely rural and in which the majority of the 
pupils attending the primary schools will in after life be 
engaged in agricultural pursuits, it is eminently desirable that 
the fundamental principles of horticulture and agriculture 
should bo made known to them during their school life. It 
is believed by many that too much attention is paid to the 
literary side of a child’s education in the primary schools, and 
that the youth of this country often acquire a distaste for 
the practical pursuits in which most of them will be en- 
gaged after they leave school. To correct this tendency as 
well as to promote a knowledge of gardening and of the best 
agricultural methods was partly the aim of the scheme put 
forward. It was- not proposed that agriculture should 'be 
taught to the boys attending the ordinary national schools, 
as it was considered that the suitable period for this instruc- 
tion is between tlie ages of 14 and 17 years. This subject 
should, therefore, be included in the curriculum of a higher 
primary school, and an additional reason is thus afforded for 
the establishment of a class of school which we have from 
time to time urged upon the Irish Government and the Trea- 
sury. It was with profound regret that we recently learned 
that the Treasury has refused to sanction our proposals. 


We have again drawn the attention of the Govern- Higher 
merit to the advantages to be derived from the establishment ghouls, 
of higher grade schools. It is observed that during the last 
few years in Scotland the number of pupils in such schools 
has steadily increased— from about 3,000 in 1900 to over 
17,000 in 1906 — and while it is piossible that the same high 
standard of attendance would not be reached in such schools 
in Ireland, a fair rate of increase might be expected year by 
year. 

We have brought under the notice of the Treasury the need Mar i. 
for the further provision of funds to enable us to complete the 
new residential buildings in connection with the^Marlboro’- training 
street Training college by the erection of a wing to accommo- “Up- 
date the women King’s scholars corresponding to that for the 
men King’s scholars which is now approaching completion. 

A statement of the case in favour of this grant has been com- • 

. municated to the Irish Government by a deputation from the 
Board which waited upon the Chief Secretary. 
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During the past financial year we have renewed our 
recommendations to the Treasury for “ Free Home ” Grants 
for the Belfast, Limerick, and Waterfoixl training colleges. 
The claim of these provincial colleges for equal treatment 
with the Dublin colleges appears to us to be reasonable and 
such as is in equity should be conceded. 

We have renewed our application for provision to award 
scholarships and bursaries to the pupils in national schools. 

We proposed that, oij the average, ten scholarships for each 
county should be awarded each year, each scholarship to be 
tenable for two years at an annual charge of £LB. 

We have also renewed our proposal that as in England the 
books, &c., required in the schools should be supplied at the 
public expense. We have also again urged -the necessity 
for the allocation of funds for the provision of out-offices, for 
cleaning and whitewashing the school premises, and for meet- 
ing the -cost of suitable desks, charts and fires for all schools. 

During the year ending 31st March, 1908, we have, after 
consideration of the inspectors’ reports on their schools and 
the other circumstances of their cases, awarded promotions to 
higher grades to 192 principal teachers who had successfully 
complied with the prescribed conditions. Of these teachers 
26 were promoted to the first section of first grade, 30 to the 
second section of first grade, and the remainder, 136, to the 
second grade. 


Besides these cases of ordinary promotion we have also 
had under our consideration tho eases of certain principal 
teachers who have shown exceptional ability and high 
efficiency in the discharge of their duties during a long 
period. After a careful consideration of each such case on 
its merits, we have granted special promotion to sixty-six 
principal teachers, nine of whom wore placed in the 'first 
section of first grade, eleven in the second section of first 
grade, and forty-six in the second grade 

Triennial^ increments of good service salary were awarded 
to 1,515 teachers during tho same -period. 

Number of When the new scheme of salaries was introduced in 190(1 
thep»di£ we arra ' n S 0 <l with the Treasury that there should bo throe 
grades of national teachers, and that in the first, grade there 
should be two sections. We also arranged that after con- 
ference with the Treasury we -might from time to time alter

the number of places available for the promotion of deserving 
teachers should the exigencies of our system require it. This 
arrangement is embodied in rule 102 (c) of our code. 

Owing to the number of men teachers who have qualified 
by service and efficiency for promotion to the first and second 
sections of the first grade since 1900 we anticipated 
that wo should have to defer the promotion of many 
highly efficient principal teachers unless the numbers of avail- 
able places in the first and second sections of first grade were 
at once increased. We accordingly entered into correspon- 
dence with the Treasury on the subject, calling attention to 
the urgent demand which had arisen for a reconsideration of 
the number of places available in the higher sections, and to 
the grave embarrassment that would ensue if the advance- 
ment of teachers who had satisfied the conditions of promotion 
wore arrested. 

We regret to say that our representations to the Trea- 
sury have been fruitless, and we have found it neces- 
sary to issue a circular to the managers and teachers 
of schools explaining our difficulties with regard to the pro- 
motion of teachers. We are satisfied that our recommen- 
dations to the Treasury on this matter would not have affected 
materially the stability of tlic general scheme of payments to 
national teachers, and we feel that so long as the limits of the 
money placed at our disposal by Parliament for primary edu- 
cation in Ireland are not exceeded we should not be restrained 
by Treasury regulations from making such promotions of 
teachers as we consider right in the interests of education. 

Complaint is, at present, made of the long period of service 
which must necessarily bo given before a teacher can reach 
the maximum salary for the first division of first grade, but if 
this period is to be further considerably lengthened while the 
teacher awaits the occurrence of vacancies in both sections of 
first grade, we foresee considerable difficulty in securing the 
services of efficient teachers for the schools. 

We are of opinion that the regulations which deter- pensions, 
mine the amounts of teachers’ pensions require to be re- 
modelled so as to provide more generous terms for teachers 
whom, in the interest of the public service, it may be con- 
sidered expedient to retire. We are dissatisfied with the 
present pension scheme as a whole, but especially with the 
inadequate provision made for teachers obliged to retire 
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prematurely through causes beyond their control. The 
pensions at present provided for teacher® of long service, 
when compelled to abandon their profession before the 
ages specified for voluntary retirement, are small and 
insufficient, and, as a remedy, we have proposed to the 
Treasury, that in the case of any teacher engaged in a National 
school, with twenty-five years' service, or over, who is 
obliged to retire owing to inefficiency, without moral fault, or 
to permanent incapacity for his position through ill-health, 
“ added years,” up to a maximum of ton, should be allowed, 
for the purpose of calculating the amount of the retiring allow- 
ance. This proposal, if adopted and embodied in the pension 
rules, would improve the scheme to some extent in regard to 
teachers of the class referred to, but, we are further of opinion 
that the time has come when an enquiry should be held into 
the entire working of the Teachers’ Pension Act, with a view 
to its amendment. 

It would appear, however, from a communication which has 
been recently received that it is not the intention of the 
Treasury to grant an enquiry into the working of the Act or 
to make any alteration in the scheme for providing pensions 
which would involve an increased charge on the public funds. 

We have to report to your Excellency that the en- 
couragement given to the teaching of the Irish language in 
our schools by the improved scale of fees sanctioned in May, 
1907, has already borne fruit. On the 31st December, 1906, 
instruction was given in Irish in 2,072 schools to 161,740 
pupils, but bn the 31st December, 1907, Irish was taught in 
2,861 schools to 180,834 pupils. The number of National 
schools in which the bilingual programme was in operation, 
with the sanction of the Commissioners, increased from 36 
schools in 1906-7 to 120 schools in 1907-8. 

Since our last report we have appointed six organisers of 
instruction in Irish. In addition to visiting schools and 
giving model lessons according to the most approved 
methods of language teaching, these organizers have given 
Saturday lectures to the .teachers of the schools in the neigh- 
bourhood in which for the time being they are engaged, and 
have also, in other directions, been of considerable assistance 
to onr inspectors in promoting the study of Irish. 

We stated in our last report that provision had been made 
for the recognition of the summer courses of training attended 
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by teachers in the colleges established for special training in 
Irish. Seven such colleges have already heen recognised. 
The particulars will be found on page 41 of this report. 

We now proceed to give Your Excellency detailed information 
under various heads.

We approved of loans in 47 cases to provide teachers Loans 
residences, and in 3 cases to improve existing residences 
The total amount of the loans approved was £11,859. 

Since the year 1S75, when the National School Teachers' 
Residences (Ireland) Act came into force, 1,723 applications for 
loans, and 76 applications for grants, have been approved by us. 

In a large percentage of cases, however, the Teachers are as 
yet unprovided with suitable residences. 

On the 31st December, 1907, according to returns received Teachers’ 
from the managers, teachers’ residences were connected with 
2,289 ordinary schools. In 982 of these cases the residence 
was entirely free to the teacher ; in the remaining 1,307 cases 
the teachers paid rent or taxes, or both. The estimated annual 
value of the free residences was £7,020 14s. 4cZ.

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51. Training Colleges for instruction of Teachers in Irish. 

A payment of £5 is made to special colleges for the teaching of 
Irish in respect of each teacher who, having attended the 
required number of lessons, passes the examination at the end 
of the course, and who subsequently teaches Irish satisfactorily 
in a public school for one year. Ill order to facilitate their 
attendance at these courses, teachers are granted vacation to the 
extent of 50 days in the year in which they attend a course, 
provided their schools are kept open for at least 200 days in such 
year. Seven colleges for the teaching of Irish have been recog- 
nised, and the output from them of teachers trained in Irish and 
in the proper methods of teaching the language will do much to 
moot the demand for suitably trained teachers of Irish in schools 
situated in Irish-speaking- localities and in schools throughout the 
country in which it is desired that Irish shall be taught.

Under the provisions of the Act, children over (i and under 14, 
with certain exceptions, are required to attend school, and to make 
75 complete attendances in oaeli half-year ending respectively 
the 30th June and the 31st December. 


There are 43 towns having municipal government, to which the 
provisions of the Act apply, but for which school attendance com- 
mittees have not been appointed. There are 137 Iuiral Districts 
without schoul attendance committees.
